Charles Ross Received the missile in His Side and 
Suffered Injuries That May Result Fatally. 


FRIENDS ARE HOPEFUL OF HIS 
RECOVERY 


A most unfortunate accident o. cur­ 


red at the National pottery shortly af 


te r noon yesterday. 
It almost caused 


the death of Charles Ross, aged IT. 


a step son of John Hays, of Calhoun’s 


addition. 
While the condition of the 


boy seems favorable to recovery, com­ 


plications may arise that may prove fa 
tai. 


For some tim e Ross, who is employ­ 


ed as a handler at the National, and 


Joseph Mountford. of 
First 
avenue. 
"who is employed at the same plant, 
had been talking of a ham merless re­ 
volver which was owned by Mountford. 
and which Ross 
intimated that 
he 
m ight purchase. 
Yesterday morning 
Mountford said he would bring the re­ 
volver back to the shop with him af 
te r dinner. 
This was done. 
The boys looked the weapon over 
carefully, and Mountford commenced 
pulling the trigger. It snapped several 
times, and thinking . there 
were no 
loads in the other chambers, he con­ 
tinued to snap the trigger. 
Great sur­ 
prise was occasioned when a loud re­ 
port was heard, indicating th at a cart­ 
ridge had been exploded. 
The ball en­ 
tered Ross’ right side just above the 
stomach. 
P ss said that he was wounded and 
commenced to walk from the shop. 
Before he had gone far he became so 
weak th at he could not continue the 


journey alone 
and was- assisted to 
Day’s restaurant. 
There a physician 
wa^- 'ailed, and a hasty examination 
made of the boy’s injuries. 
It was 
found th at th** ball had broken a rib 
on the right side, and after passing 
through Ross' body lodged just under 
the skin on the left side. 
The condi­ 
tion of the boy was relieved as much 
j as possible, and later he was removed 


J to his home in the city ambulance. 


Anoperation was performed on Ross 
last evening and the ball extracted. 
His condition was very low. however, 
and after the physicians had left the 
house Rev. D. W. MeQuiston. pastor- 
i elect of the Second U. P. church, was 
; summoned and administered a baptis- 
I mal service. 
M atters weressomewhat changed this 
morning, and at IO o’clock the state­ 
m ent was made by relatives that his 
condition was much changed, and that 
the chances for his ultimate recovery 
seemed good. 
Another operation was 
perform r>d on Ross this morning by 
Dr*. Marshall and Hobbs. 
The accident was th e cause of the 
entire force ot the turning shop quit­ 
ting work yesterday afternoon. E \ cry- 
one seemed so excited that no work 
could possibly be done. 
Young Mount­ 
ford is so overcome with grief that he 
is confined to his room, and is said to 
be under the care of a physician. The 
relatives of Ross cast no blame upon 
Mountford.
